COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Senate Ways and Means Committee 
added its approval Thursday to a 
House measure that provides pay 
raises averaging 34 per cent for 
elected county officials in Ohio. 
However, the panel deleted a key 
provision that would have built in 
future cost of living increases— 
annually each year from 1978 to until 
1984- and circumvented an existing 
prohibition against elected officials re­ 
ceiving pay increases during their 
terms of office. 
The bill now goes to the Senate Rules 
Committee for assignment to a Senate 
floor vote, probably early next week 
when the full legislature returns from 
summer recess. 
Because of Senate committee 
amendments, the bill by Rep. 
Frederick 
H. 
Deering, 
D-84 
Monroeville, would then go back to the 
House for its further consideration. 
The prohibition against interm in­ 
creases means the bill would have to 
be in effect in January for the county 
officers elected or re-elected in 
November to qualify for the higher 
salaries in their new, four-year terms. 
Deering’s bill would give increases 
to all county officials except county 
auditors and one of the three com­ 
missioners in each county whose four- 
year terms expire midway in U.S. 
presidential terms. All other officers 
are elected in presidential years. 
Auditors were voted a pay boost in 


1975. The solo commissioners would 
have to wait until 1978 to benefit from 
the pending bill. 
Amounts of the increases vary from 
county to county based on population, 


but average out as follows: treasurer, 
from $12,649 to $15,588; sheriff, $11,811 
to $16,349; clerk of courts, $12,639 to 
$15,588; commissioner; $9,201 to 
$12,057; recorder, $11,531 to $14,659; 


engineer; $17,510 to $21,520, coroner, 
$6,480 to $9,997, and prosecutor, $11,805 
to $22,315.

Cigarette 
Said Cause Of 
School Fire 
Fire, blamed on a carelessly 
discarded cigarette in the teacher’s 
lounge, burned most of the night in the 
Ashville Elementary School. 
However, heavy locked doors kept 
the blaze from spreading throughout 
the building.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Hearings 
have started before the Senate Ways 
and Means Committee on bills that will 
draw major attention at next week’s 
late summer clean up session of the 
legislature. 
The committee recommended one 
for passage Thursday—a House- 
approved measure that contains pay 
increases for most of the elected 
county officials throughout the state. 
'Hie increases would average about 34 
per cent, but would be the first in four 
years. 


Otherwise, in advance of the full 
legislature’s return next Tuesday, the 
Senate panel heard testimony on 
measures which assertedly could 
preclude pending utility rate hikes, 
give an economic boost to the state’s 
inner cities, and permit the state to 
adopt new capital construction 
programs by permanently earmarking 
a portion of its revenues for that pur­ 
pose. 
Across the Statehouse, the House 
Finance Committee has been con­ 
sidering another major bill that holds 
promise of a solution to at least part of 
Ohio’s highly publicized Medicaid 
funding problem. It is expected to be 
readied for floor action in that 
chamber no later than Wednesday. 
A spokesman for Toledo Edison Co. 
urged defeat of the Senate measure 
which would let the Public Utilities 
Commission discount inflationary 
increases in the rate base used to 
determine the size of Ohioans’ utility 
bills. He said it would discriminate 
against his company. 
Sen. John T. McCormack, D-13 
Euclid, introduced the bill to overcome 
a recent Ohio Supreme Court decision 
which disallowed the discounts. The 
decision had the effect of granting $187 
million worth of rate increases, the 
largest of which, $104 million, went to 


Cleveland Electric Illuminating Co., 
adding about $5 a month to the average 
residential bill. 
McCormack said his legislation 
would permit the commission to make 
the discounts for inflation in an 
estimated $450 million worth of other 
rate hike requests still being studied. 
Toledo Edison’s request for a $24 


million annual hike is among those 
pending. 
Paul M. Smart, vice president of the 
utility, told the committee the 
legislation would discriminate against 
Toledo Edison by denying it any in­ 
crease ‘‘at the same time companies 
with higher rates were being granted 
increases.”

China Mourns Mao; 
Leadership Vacant 


TOKYO (AP) — In deep mourning 
over the death of Communist party 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung, China began 
today to pay somber tribute to the man 
whose loss leaves the world’s most 
populous country without a leader 
worthy of his mantle. 
A struggle for power appeared 
inevitable among the radicals and 
moderates who have been jockeying 
for leadership since Mao’s health be­ 
gan an obvious decline earlier this 
year. He died Wednesday at age 82. 
The Peking government has not 
disclosed the cause of death. 
The central committee of the 
Chinese Communist party issued an 
appeal for unity, and reports from 
Olina indicated the people were calm 
as they mourned their revolutionary 
leader. 
“All papers devoted the entire front 
page to a huge portrait of Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung bordered in black,” the 
official Hsinhua news agency said 
today in a broadcast monitored here. It 
said newspapers used the banner 
headline: “Eternal glory to our great 
leader and teacher Chairman Mao 
Tsetung.” 
Peking residents contacted by 
Nancy Bodgiey Remains 
Election Board Director 


Mrs. Nancy Badgley will remain as 
director of the Pickaway County Board 
of Elections at the request of board 
members Delbert Remy, Lucille 
Dumm, and Guy Sark, withdrawing a 
resignation she submitted last week. 
Her reconsideration stems from a 
concern for the operation of the board 
prior to the Nov. 2 general election, 
and the resignations of three other key 
people which were accepted “with 
regret” at a special meeting this 
morning. 
Board members accepted the 
resignation of William A. Stout as 
chairman of the board effective Jan. I, 
the resignation of Mrs. Betty McGinnis 
as Deputy Director effective Sept. 22, 
and the resignation of Francis 
McGinnis 
as

programmer effective immediately. 
Stout cited extensive business and 


personal committments in his letter of 
resignation. He will remain as a 
member of the Board of Elections, 
however, until his term expires. 
Mrs. McGinnis, who worked as a 
part-time elections worker from 1962 
to 1969 and as deputy director since 
1970, cited health reasons. Her last 
working day was Sept. 8. 
Mrs. Badgley had submitted her 
resignation to devote full time to her 
duties as a housewife. The board 
refused to accept the resignation until 
a qualified replacement was employed 
and trained. 
Stout and Delbert Remy, Democrat 
members of the Board, will work to 
find replacements for Mr. and Mrs. 
McGinnis. 
Other members of the Board are 
Republicans Lucille Dumm and Guy 
Sark. 


telephone said flags were at half-staff 
through the capital, nearly everyone 
was wearing a black armband, some 
people wept and large crowds gath­ 
ered in the huge Tien An Men Square to 
put white flowers at a monument. 
Written on the monument are Mao’s 
words: “The heroes of the people are 
immortal.” 
“Peking is somber,” one resident 
said by telephone, "but things are very 
much normal aside from what you 
would expect for the mourning of the 
chairman.” 
“People have severe expressions on 
their faces,” a second resident said, 
“but there is no high emotion. We’re 
all impressed by the calm atmos­ 
phere.” 
Chinese broadcasts were devoted to 
Mao’s passing. A resident said the 
broadcasts told listeners to turn their 
grief into strength, to follow Mao’s will 
to build a socialist system in China and 
to continue efforts for unity. 
The Japanese newspaper Asahi 
quoted an aged Chinese as saying, 
“The most sorrowful moment has 
come. We have lost Chairman Mao, 
Premier Chou En-Lai and Marshal 
Chu Teh in one year. This year is the 
saddest for our country since its 
foundation.” 
Mao’s body will lie in state in 
Peking’s Great Hall of the People 
beginning Saturday. The mourning 
period will last until a memorial rally 
Sept. 18. The Hsinhua news agency 
said no foreign dignitaries would be in­ 
vited. Press coverage thus will come 
from the official Chinese media and 
the few foreign reporters permitted to 
work in China. 
For the time being, Premier Hua 
Kuo-feng, 57, retains the role assigned 
to him after the death of Chou En-lai 
last January, that of a compromise 
leader between the radicals and 
moderates. 
The Mao funeral committee, an­ 
nounced Thursday night, was headed 
by four men — Hua; Wang Hung-wen, 
the Shanghai “boy wonder” raised by 
Mao from the factory assembly line to 
a party vice chairmanship; Chang 
Ch un-chiao, first vice premier and 
member of the Politburo standing 
committee, and Yeh Chien-ying, 
defense minister, party vice chairman 
and an old Chou crony.

Divorce? 
MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) - Gov. 
George C. Wallace’s wife ordered his 
bedroom telephone conversations 
taped after she learned he was keeping 
her under “surveillance,” published 
reports said today. 
And when she heard on the tapes the 
governor 
making 
“ disparaging 
remarks” about her to several of his 
longtime female friends, Mrs. Wallace 
consulted a 
divorce lawyer, The 
Montgomery Advertiser said. 
Quoting “highly reliable sources,” 
the newspaper said Wallace too talked 
to a lawyer about divorce after he 
learned his wife was taping his calls. 
The Advertiser did not elaborate on 
what form of surveillance it said 
Wallace had used on his wife. 
Hie Wallaces appeared in public 
together Thursday in the governor’s 
mansion at a brief reception for 
Rosalynn Carter, wife of Democratic 
presidential nominee Jimmy Carter. 
But neither answered questions about 
the buggings, and neither was 
available later for comment about the 
Advertiser report. 
Mrs. Wallace, 37, stood throughout 
the welcoming ceremonies, her hand 
resting on the back of her husband’s 
wheelchair. Wallace has been paral­ 
yzed below the waist since he was shot 
while campaigning for president in 
1972. 
Billie Joe Camp, Wallace’s press 
secretary, said the couple hadn’t 
appeared in public together since the 
governor celebrated his 57th birthday 
on Aug. 25. 
Wallace had confirmed on Wed­ 
nesday the discovery of the bedroom 
taping device, whose existence had 
long been rumored. He labeled the 
incident a “domestic matter between 
my wife and myself,” although he did 
not specifically say that his wife knew 
about'the device. 
He refused to discuss specifics of the 
taping device, but he said the tapes 
had been destroyed.

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) — An 
Indian Airlines Boeing 737 was 
hijacked over India early today and 
forced to land at lahore, Pakistan, 
where officials said all 77 passengers 
were allowed to leave the jetliner 
unharmed. 
Pakistani officials said the plane 
was refueled at I^ahore, and there 
were unofficial reports that it had 
taken off for the Middle East.

proaching the Arab sheikdom of 
Bahrein and was trying to establish 
contact with the airport tower there. 
The reports from lahore airport 
indicated that apparently some or all 
of the six-member crew remained on 
board the aircraft. 
There was no official word on the 
number of hijackers, but sources in 
Islamabad and in New Delhi said there 
was.only one.

A number of myths about 
aging have been punctured by 
a 20-year study 
of 2.500 
persons by staff members of 
the 
Puget 
Sound 
Health 
Cooperative in Seattle. The 
most important finding was 
that an individual's abilities do 
not 
automatically 
decrease 
with age 
Math skills may decline a 
bit. but verbal comprehension 
skills were found to increase 


or at least remain stable 
Researchers also found that 
som e cases of 
presum ed 
senility 
were 
caused 
by 
medication When the subjects 
were placed under a doctor's 
care and the medication was 
stopped, signs of senility also 
frequently disappeared. 
Differences in intelligence 
levels between persons at ages 
45 and 65 were found to be 
caused more by generational 


differences than 
any other 
factor As for the individual’s 
political outlook, the study 
found 
most 
concepts were 
formed in the 30s and 4(>s and 
changed little as the person 
aged. 
Myths do not die easily. 
Strange that a plateau in life 
that most people eventually 
reach should need defending 
at all. 


Why Whiskey 


Big John said that men misun­ 
derstood the value of whiskey. “Mort 
of them." he claimed, “drink for fun. 
When I drink - which you must admit is 
rarely - it is to cover up my fears.” 
The philosophy had a certain 
freshness, but I didn’t believe a word 
of it. His tendency was to seize upon 
anything good, and overdo it. In his old 
age he rediscovered plum pudding. He 
ordered a case of it and ate it until his 
eyeballs bulged. 
If a scientist said that a combination 
of Epsom salts and apple cider would 
add IO years to one’s life, my old man 
would mix a keg of it and rent separate 
bathrooms for the whole family. His 
outstanding characteristic was a 
positive approach to everything, even 
when he was bullheaded and wrong. 
He would not permit a feminist 
movement in our family. Wives were 
the private property of their husbands 
and were designed by God to be 
protected from rights, privileges, 
decisions and knowledge. 
When my sister Adele began to date, 
her boyfriends seldom survived the 
soft snarling questions, the mental 
fingerprints and blood tests. No one 
could tell him anything about boys. He 
knew what they were after. 
The act of walking to church on 
Sunday was prescribed. The children, 
wearing their starchiest best, dog­ 
trotted three paces ahead of the huge 
police lieutenant. Two paces behind 
him, my mother puffed, wailing, 
"John! Where are we - West Point?” 
It is too late to concede that the old 
man may have been right about 
whiskey. And yet I recall a time when 
the brakes went dead on his Hupmobile 
and he went gliding downhill on a high­ 
way in frozen terror. 
My mother sat serenely at his side 
because Big John didn’t tell her that 
they were racing toward certain death. 
The car came to a stop on a shoulder of 
the road. My old man didn’t utter a 
word. He got out and ran to the nearest 
saloon and downed four belts before he 
drew a deep breath. In 20 minutes, he 
was prepared to handle any crisis 
except my mother. 
H would not attend an Irish wake 
without 
proper 
preparation. 
Sometimes the preparation became so 
proper that Big John became the life of 
the funeral service. 
Among his assortment of fears was 
height. He was afraid that, given the 
opportunity, he would jump off a 
mountain or a tall building. One 
morning, he had an appointment to see 
Walter Chrysler Jr. in the Chrysler 
Building. 
Big John loved to dress and he 
looked like a fashion plate as he en­ 
tered the lobby of the skyscraper. The 
information desk said that Mr. 
Chryslers office was on the 54th floor. 
It is fascinating to note that my father 
didn’t get off the ground floor. 
The “thought” of 54 stories almost 
killed him. He ran past St. Catherine’s 
Church to a tavern on Third Avenue, 
panting like a dog in a desert at high 
noon.

Youth Panel Urges 
School, Job Changes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A task 
force on teen-age unemployment has 
called for a lowering of business taxes, 
welfare reform and a greater em­ 
phasis on the ‘three Rs” in Ohio high 
schools. 
The Ohio Youth Task Force on Jobs 
presented extensive recommendations 
Wednesday to Gov. James A. Rhodes 
who apointed its 18 members last 
December. 
Many of the proposals parallel those 
made by Rhodes over the past year 
and a half, but task force chairman 
Rob Hovis said they were arrived at 
independently after interviews with 
business, government and labor of­ 
ficials. 
“It is a sound approach,” Rhodes 
said. “There’s areas there of dif­ 
ferences of opinion, but basically it’s a 
sound program.” 
Many of the recommendations 
parallel proposals made by the 
governor over the past year and a half. 
“Most of these young people will be 
before the legislature testifying,” 
Rhodes said. “I hope they have more 
luck than the governor.’ 
The 175-page report says the state’s 
tangible 
personal 
property 
on 
machinery and equipment should be 
reduced to zero over the next IO years 
as an incentive to industry. 
To compensate for any subsequent 
loss in tax revenue, the youngsters 
called for a one per cent increase in the 
corporate franchise tax on big 
business. The report suggests that the 
corporate tax boost might be averted if 
additional revenue becomes available 
from the state income tax. 
The teen-age job prospect should be 
equipped a better high school 
backgrouund in reading, writing skills 
and mathematics, the report says. 
“The rate of youth unemployment is 
three times that of the overall work 
force in Ohio,” the study said. “It is 
estimated that 37 per cent of those

I am in my mid-60s and have had a 
radical mastectomy. I now am in good 
health. I wonder what your views are 
about having a breast implant. 
Mrs. D. G.,Fla. 
Dear Mrs. G.: 
The removal of a breast for cancer 
carries with it tremendous physical 
and emotional upheaval. Many women 
need a great deal of emotional support 
to carry them through the period of 
readjustment to their “new feminine 
image.” I am always impressed by the 
sympathetic 
understanding 
and 
kindness of men toward their wives 
who have been traumatized by the 
impact of this surgery. 
There are now many excellent 
cosmetic prosthetic bras that help re­ 
establish the woman’s image of herself 
following surgery. I do not feel that 
after such an experience, becoming 
involved with further surgery is in the 
best interest of the patient. 
There are, however, excellent 
plastic surgeons and general surgeons 
in your own community. Your problem 
should be presented to them and to 
your own physician. They are in the 


best position to evaluate your physical 
and emotional needs and direct you to 
the conclusion that will bring you the 
mort personal happiness.

Dear Mr. W.: 
The possibility that you have a 
recurring “staph” infection must be 
considered.

Frequently lubrication of the nose 
with light vaseline or baby mineral oil 
can prevent crusting and dryness.

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Dear Editor: 
It is one thing to say “You cannot do 
X, because by doing X you will harm 
someone else.” It is something else 
entirely, however, to say, “You cannot 
do X because by so doing you harm 
yourself.” 
And it is the difference between 
these two ideas which sets the 
Libertarian Party apart from all other 
political parties in the U.S. The 
Libertarian Party alone stands un­ 
compromisingly for the idea of self 
sovereignty; all other political parties 
are dedicated in some degree to the 
idea that the individual is a ward of the 
state. 
Libertarians 
strongly 
support 
prohibitions against the use of force 
and fraud, as these two activities are 
the two basic means by which human 
rights are violated. If someone does 
not initiate force against you and does 
not defraud you, he cannot violate your 
rights. 
Libertarians maintain that the only 
legitimate function of government is to 
protect individual fights or to protect 
people from the use of force and fraud 
by others. 
It is not a proper function of 
government, we believe, to assist some 
people at the expense of others, or to 
prevent individuals from harming 
themselves. An especially gross 
example of this kind of thinking at 
work is the requirement imposed by 
many states that motorcyclists wear 
crash helmets. 
Now it may well be true that helmets 
contribute to the safety and well being 
of cycle riders. Then, again, there is 
evidence that wearing a helmet 
reduces a cyclists peripheral vision 
and thereby significantly increases the 
likelihood of an accident. 
But that is not the crucial point. 
Whether or not they prevent motor­ 
cyclists from injuring themselves, 
helmet laws are an arbitrary and 
dictatorial infringement of each in­ 
dividual’s right to make his or her own 
choices and take his or her own risks so 
long as he or she does not violate the 
rights of others by force or fraud. 
The issue raised by such self 
protection laws is really the question: 
“Who owns your life?” 
On one side there are those who say 
that society or the government has the 
responsibility to take care of its 
citizens as opposed to simply 
protecting them from aggression. 
These are the people who maintain 
that the government has the right and 
duty to feed people, clothe them, 
provide them-with housing, medical 
care, employment, and so forth. And if 
one accepts this premise, one must 


also accept the things which go with it 
— the taxation, regulation and self 
protection laws which are required to 
maintain a nation of sheep. After all, if 
Big Momma is going to take care of 
your every need it is not unreasonable 
to have laws that prohibit you from 
hurting yourself. 
If you reject the Big Momma con­ 
cept of government, if you want to be 
free to make your own decisions and 
accept the consequences, then you 
belong with the Libetation Party and 
we welcome your support.”

WASHINGTON (A P) - American 
and British leaders plan to encourage 
huge investments of Western money in 
a future black-ruled Rhodesia as part 
of their effort to stabilize turbulent 
southern Africa, senior diplomats say. 


Their aim is to insure an in­ 
dependent black-ruled Rhodesia that 
would not follow nearby Angola’s trail 
toward reliance on the Soviet bloc. 


Sources said the project, still in its 
formative stage, would parallel 
proposals for another fund insuring the 
financial and political security of 
Rhodesia’s 270,000 white settlers if and 
when the country’s six million blacks 
take power. 


This insurance fund totaling up to $2 
billion would be designed to safeguard 
the assets of Rhodesia’s whites. This 
fund would provide compensation for 
those who, after a defined period, 
might decide to emigrate or who may 
be forced to sell their properties after 
black rule is established. 


The American-British plan for an 
investment fund to help black 
Rhodesia was portrayed by sources 
here as an evenhanded effort to 
balance the offer to Rhodesia’s white 
minority. Yet it appears to pack wide 
implications. 


Rhodesia, for instance, is easily the 
world’s major source of scarce chrome 
and provides other coveted minerals 
like copper, manganese, and gold, not

With China Studied 


WASHINGTON (A P) - T^e deaths 
within the last eight months of China’s 
two Wrongest proponents of detente 
with the United States have left 
analysts here wondering about the 
durability of Washington’s role in 
China’s balance-of-power strategy. 
W ithin 
hours 
after 
the 
an­ 
nouncement of the death of Chinese 
leader Mao Tse-tung, Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger issued an op­ 
timistic statement about the future of 
U.S. relations with Peking, but he also 
indicated he has some apprehensions. 
At one point, he told reporters on 
Thursday that it is “ extremely dif­ 
ficult” to predict what China will do 
now, but moments later he said he is 
“ sure that from the Chinese side, the 
basic lines of policy will continue to be 
pursued.” 
Kissinger was one of the chief ar­ 
chitects of the move that, in 1971, 
ended more than two decades of 
hostility between the two countries. 
That policy was shaped in cooperation 
with Mao and Prime Minister Chou 
En-lai, who died in January. 
Kissinger, 
whose comments ap­ 
peared to be directed primarily at 
Peking, emphasized on several oc­ 
casions that mutual interests are more 
important than personalities in for­ 
mulating policy. 
'Hierefore, he said, “ the main lines 
of policy are likely to be continued.” 
He pledged a continued American 
effort to noimalize relations with 
Peking. 
Since that effort began, the two 
countries have exchanged liaison 
officers and there has been a sub­ 
stantial increase in trade and frequent 
cultural and educational exchanges.

growing impatient

Significantly, Kissinger said that 
although there could be a modification 
of tactics, China’s long-standing rift 
with the Soviet Union likely will 
continue. 
Other analysts, however, believe 
that Mao’s death raises the best op­ 
portunity in many years for an easing 
of tensions between 
Moscow and 
Peking. 
Aside from policy issues, Kissinger, 
who had met with Mao five times, 
called Mao 
an 
“ eminent forceful 
personality” and said that “ nothing he 
said was ever without purpose.” 
Kissinger said of his talks with the 
Qiinese leader: “ These conversations 
tended to be rather complex and 
rather illuminating.” 
President Ford called Mao “ a giant 
figure” whose “ actions profoundly 
affected the development of his 
country.”

Home For Handicapped Geese 


(Q.) On my Certificate of Eligibility 
for a Loan, it indicates a maximum of 
$17,500.00. Does this mean that I can 
only borrow $17,500.00? 
(A .) No it does not. The maximum of 
$17,500.00 is the maximum that the VA 
will guarantee. The law allows the VA 
to guarantee up to 60 per cent of the 
loan not to exceed the maximum of 
$17,500. You can borrow any amount 
the lending agency will go along with. 
(Q.) Is the rumor true that the 
Pension benefits will be increased 7 
per cent in the near future? 
(A.) This is a false rumor at the 
present time. It is true, that the House 
has passed HR 14298 which would 
provide for a 7 per cent increase and 
also add a 25 per cent increase for 
veterans past the age of 80 . . . but, 
only the House has passed the bill. The 
Senate has not yet approved it, and it 
has not been signed into law by the 
FTesident. 
(Q.) There is also a rumor that G I 
Bill allowances for education will be 
increased by 8 per cent. How about this 
. . . any truth in it? 
(A .) At the present time, no. This 
increase is another of those bills which 
still have not been passed by both 
House and the Senate. If they pass it, 
and if the President signs the bill, it 
will be a law. Until thai, it is nothing 
more than a rumor. 
(Q.) May a veteran be enrolled for a 
fractional part of a semester, term or 
quarter, under the G I B ill? 
(A .) No. The school enrolls a veteran 
for a program of education for which 
he is to be given credit. It must certify 
him for the full period for which he 
enrolls. 
(Q.) On service connected death 
benefits, is the amount paid to the 
widow based on her income? 
(A .) No. It is based on the rank of the 
veteran held on active duty. 


LOVELOCK, Nev. 
(A P ) - Bill 
Milich operates a home for wayward 
and handicapped geese. 
Those big, 
graceful 
Canadian 
honkers fleeing the cold climes stop on 
southern treks to rest for a while or 
spend the winter on B ill’s fam iliar 
pond. 


They have a better chance there 
than they would if they were flying in 
front of the sights on his favorite 16- 
gauge shotgun. 
Bill has been mothering geese for 
years. Come fall, the honkers move 
southward through the spacious 
valleys in Pershing County and light on 
the Milich property. He often feeds 
them on his front lawn. 
“ There are times when maybe 400 
geese will fly over here,” he said, 
waving his arm to the sky. “ People 
stop on Highway 80 and cause traffic 
jams just to watch the birds.” 
Milich is a sportsman, 
a con­ 
servationist first and one of the state’s 
most highly touted goose hunters 
second. 
He has a license to raise the honkers 
and to raise some other game birds. 
But his favorite is the goose. He has a 
federal Fish and Wildlife license to do 
his thing. 
Why does a hunter spend so much 
time as he does to hunt and kill fowl, 
then also take the time and care to 
raise them? 
“ It’s good for the hunters out there 
and good for the geese. It keeps up the 
population. I raise about IOO a year and 
sell them or give them away for more 
breeding,” he said. 
Bill got started on his goose farm by 
bringing crippled geese back from 
hunting trips, nursing them to health 
and then keeping them for breeding 


purposes. Some of the geese on his 
pond can fly, but most can’t because 
he’s clipped their wings. 
Each fall the resident population at 
the Milich ranch draws migrating 
honkers from their flyways down to the 
pond. 
Unfortunately they also draw less- 
than-sportsmanlike hunters. 
“ I ’ve had people come onto my 
property and shoot my geese. One time 
a guy killed 15 birds and threatened to 
kill me when I confronted him. Other 
times people will scare the birds into 
the air and someone Just off my 
property will wait in the weeds and 
shoot them down,” he said. That 
usually results in a few more cripples 
and more problems for the former 
county commissioner. He’s well known 
in Lovelock, both for his county service 
and his geese. 
He began his orphanage in 1944. 
“ I pushed the Department of Fish 
and Game into letting me get this thing 
started, and I ’ve been fighting with 
them ever since. I got so mad at their 
policies one year I gave away 20 birds 
rather than sell them to the govern­ 
ment for $100 each. 


like most good hunters, Milich has 
several bird dogs, a rack of good 
shotguns and a shack full of decoys. 
Hunting is his first love. He kills the 
geese he helps to protect — but in their 
environment and with their rules. 


$2.4 M illio n Saved 


In O SU Energy Use 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Energy 
conservation 
saved 
Ohio 
State 
University nearly $2.4 million last 
fiscal year, officials said Wednesday. 
Dallas Sullivan, university energy 
conservation director, said utility bills 
would have reached $9.1 m illion 
without efforts to cut down. 
Simply turning off lights when they 
are not needed and lowering ther­ 
mostats “ probably accounts for IO per 
cent of our savings, but we can still do 
a lot better in this area,” Sullivan said. 
Major efforts to reduce utility use 
included removing 70,000 lights from 
campus fixtures, saving $250,000. And 
the university saved $100,000 because 
cooling systems didn’t have to work as 
hard to offset the heat from lights.

DAYTON, Ohio (A P) - The U.S. 
space agency appreciates Je rry 
Artrip’s offer, but officials don’t want 
him to be a guinea pig astronaut. 
Artrip, 24, is serving a l-to-20-year 
prison sentence for manslaughter, and 
he’ll do almost anything to get out. 
A rtrip 
wrote 
the 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Admin­ 
istration, " If I died in a space capsule 
for my country, it would be better than 
this slow, agonizing, everyday death in 
a prison cell. 
" I am not a dumb head, and I have a 
strong initiative to learn. I read a lot of 
science fiction and UFO books. If they 
send monkeys up there, why not send a 
man who can do all their tests, and a 
man who doesn't really care if he 
returns or not?" 
NASA spokesman Jack Riley said 
space officials appreciate the offer, 
but. "W e are flying our experienced 
scientists and professionals and have 
no use whatsoever for any human 
guinea pig astronaits." 
Another official added, “ We aren’t in 
the business in America of sacrificing 
human lives in the name of science. We 
appreciate the guy’s apparent good 
will but we just don’t do that sort of 
thing.” 
Artrip doesn't see anything odd 
about his offer. 
"They have used convicts as guinea 
pigs to test medicines and serums and 
drugs,” he wrote, "why not to further 
space technology? I have a bit of the 
explorer in my soul and if they think I 
can escape...well, they must be jok­ 
ing." 
Artrip was convicted of the 1974 
shooting death of Ronald Randolph of 
Dayton and is incarcerate at the 
Southern Ohio Correctional Facility at 
I Aumsville.

agencies and programs once and for 
all." 
The bill would permit a cutoff of 
federal funds for existing agencies, 
deemed unworthy, and require new 
programs to have a date set for their 
existence. 
“ The instinct for bureaucratic 
survival, the political inertia which 
keeps old agencies afloat, is too strong 
to be overcome except by drastic 
procedures," Carter said. 
The candidate was greeted warmly 
by several thousand during a brief 
downtown walking tour and later by a 
smaller group at a backyard recep­ 
tion. But at both locations he was 
heckled by a small band of an­ 
tiabortion demonstrators, chanting 
"life, life, life." 
Carter has said repeatedly that he 
personally opposes abortion on moral 
grounds, but would not support a U.S. 
Constitutional amendment to outlaw it. 
"This is a very serious problem for 
me as a candidate," he conceded. 
"This campaign issue is legitimate. I 
sympathize with the pro-life demon­ 
strators who hold their placards and 
shout ‘life’," 
But he said he thought most voters 


respected his opinion on the issue and 
added that it was unfair to charac­ 
terize the controversy as 
“myself 
against the Church." 


"It is not a Catholic issue. There are 
many Catholics who do not favor a 
constitutional amendment", he said.

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ow n Funeral Cooperation Proves Key Factor In Communes 
21 st Time 
BURIJNGTON, Colo. (AP) — Jim 
Gernhart, who says he’s worried he 
won’t get a proper burial after he dies, 
will participate Sunday in his 21st fu­ 
neral — for himself. 
The 99-year-old retired farmer says 
he hopes he doesn’t die before then. 
But if he does, Gernhart says he’ll be 
buried in Goodland, Ran., because “I 
wouldn’t 
be 
caught 
dead 
in 
Burlington.” 
Gernhart says his concern over lack 
of a decent funeral for himself has 
caused him to hold 20 funerals in the 
past 25 years. 
"His funeral is the biggest thing that 
happens here,” Mayor Rol Hudler 
said. 
On Sunday, townspeople will honor 
him with what is supposed to be a 100th 
birthday funeral parade. Gernhart 
actually doesn’t turn IOO until Nov. 20. 
However, one of the parade funeral 
organizers says "he’s getting a little 
old, and we’re afraid he might not even 
be around then.” 
Gernhart staged his first funeral in 
1951. He bought a copper casket, 
rented the local armory and spent 
more than $15, OOO on a funeral party 
which attracted national attention. 
Gernhart has had his copper casket 
shipped to a mausoleum in Goodland. 
He says he took the action because 
there was so much local outcry against 
his first funeral. 
Gernhart, who lives in a rest home, 
says when he isn’t planning funerals, 
he spends most of his time "Just killing 
time.” 
He says "there should be a good 
crowd” for his 100th birthday funeral, 
and that "anybody can come who 
wants to.” 
Among festivities planned for the 
funeral are an antique car procession 
through town. 
One of the organizers says 75 or so 
“damn, crazy fools” are expected to 
participate.

Man Fights Fine 
DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — A South 
Charleston, Ohio, farmer doesn’t want 
a lawyer to defend him on a $2 parking 
violation. He just wants "counsel.” 
Robert H. Whitaker, 31, has taken 
his dispute over a $2 parking ticket to 
U.S. District Court here, arguing that 
counsel is "someone who helps or 
gives advice or speaks for him, without 
necessarily being a licensed lawyer by 
the bar.” 
Whitaker hired Ralph L. Rogers of 
Dayton to

Springfield Municipal Judge Douglas 
W. Geyer wouldn’t allow it. 
And Whitaker paid a $250 cash bond 
just to petition for his rights.

WEST DANBY, N.Y. (AP) - The 
deep, hollow sound of a goat horn sent 
a almost pagan sennet through the tall 
trees. It was morning at Yea God. 
From domed, circular huts called 
yurts and crude teepees and tents 
emerge the faithful, ready to sing their 
way into another day of praising the 
Lord. 
Barefoot and bleary-eyed, they 
assemble in a huge domed meeting 
place in the middle of the commune for 
their morning song. They sit on musty 
Persian rugs, the women in their long 
cotton dresses; the men in dungaree 
overalls. They assume the yoga lotus 
position and sing of love for Jesus. 
Yea God is a four-year-old spiritual 
commune of about 40 members, who 
practice a handclapping, fill-me-with- 
the-Spirit brand of Christianity. 
Neither Yea God nor any other com­ 
mune can serve as an archetype for all 
others. Some communes have rather 
traditional middle-class values and 
living patterns. Others have a back-to- 
the-earth flavor. Still others are 
politically motivated. And some are 
based on religion. 
But all communes have one thing in 
common: the people, living so closely 
together, roust cooperate if the 
community is to survive. 
Yea God is trying to survive on 
religion. Their 39-year-old leader is a 
tall, lanky former insurance executive 
who calls himself Gil. 
Gil, in turn, has given everyone else 
on the commune names. They are 
Ocean, Vast and Rock; Radiant, 
Bumblee and Love; Twinkle, Baby and 


Glory; Glow, Health and Virtue; 
Christian, Angel and Exquisite. They 
don’t use their real names. 
"The chipmunks eat from our hands 
and the chickadees land on our 
fingers,” said Gil, rocking in an out­ 
door swing whose seat was once a pew 
in a church. "It’s more important to be 
in a spiritual sense than to have 
prosperity.” 
It was late morning. The singing 
session was over and commune 
dwellers were off to work in the 
vegetable garden or to mediate in the 
woods. Glory, Gil’s assistant, arrived 
with a platter of overripe melons. The 
Yea God members often eat overripe 
fruit because they can get it free from 
the highway produce truckers. 
"Our lifestyle is a lot cheaper than 
you think,” said Gil, who punctuates 
his statements every now and then 
with a soft "Praise the Lord.” 
He said it cost less than $1,000 a year 
for one person to live on the commune. 
The vegetables and fruit they grow 
they consume. Donations of money, 
clothing, food and other goods from 
visitors and relatives also help. 
"We have no restrictions here, ex­ 
cept our guests and members must be 
receptive to love,” Gil said in a voice 
barely above a whisper. 
No one at Yea God shouts or speaks 
louder than necessary to be heard. 
Even the children speak in hushes. 
Health and Christian and a dozen or 
so other adults hover over the 
vegetable garden, pulling weeds, 
picking greens and tomatoes that are 
ready and tending to the plants so they 


will produce well. 
Rebe and two others eye the base 
construction for the commune’s new 
two-story laundry, bathhouse and child 
care center. They are laying pipes for 
plumbing. 
The horn sounds again. It is time for 
the women to bathe. Water is heated, 
scrub brushes, water buckets and 
ladles are lined up in front of the stalls. 
Sunshine and other small children are 
put in large tubs, filled with bubbles. 
The children are unmindful of the na­ 
kedness of the adult women. 
An hour later the horn sounds again. 
This time the men bathe. 
Clothes are changed, and the Yea 
God people buzz about waiting for the 
trucks that will carry them to church 
that night. Neighboring farmers fi­ 
nally drive up with their pickups. The 
commune people hop on the back, and 
the trucks chug off down the dirt roads. 
The church is the St. John Finnish 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in West 
Van Etten. It is to be a special evening 
service, featuring the singing of a 
Christian rock group from North 
Carolina called The Bridge. 
On the bumpy, dusty journey down 
the hill to the church the commune 
people turn their faces to the wind and 
start to sing hymns. Soon they are 
clapping and stomping in true revival 
fashion. They are happy. 
"Jesus is live,” sings 19-year-old 
Vast From Brazil. 
"Jesus is glory,” sings 20-year-old 
Glow from Syracuse, N.Y. 
The church meeting is a community 
affair. Women from other parishes 


have brought home baked cookies and 
breads. The Yea God people donate 
popcorn and wheat bread cookies. 
"People really touch you a lot and 
become part of your life,” Glow says 
as she sips fruit punch. "That’s what 
I’ve learned and that’s what I like most 
about being here.” 
Glow said she was working in a 
hospital in Syracuse and finally could 
no longer function, "life in the city 
was very harrowing,” she said. "I 
needed the country for peace, trees, 
flowers and for time to gather my 
thoughts.” 
There was much singing and 
shouting and testifying at the church 
meeting. And when it was over com­ 
mune folk as well as community folk 
smiled at each other and prayed 
together. 
But some Yea God people are 
disillusioned. 
"I’m leaving tomorrow for home” 
said 20-year-old Exquisite from 
Connecticut. "I want to be able to 


serve by doing something and not Just 
by praying.” 
Others plan to leave the commune 
because they say they are bored. 
"The ideal would be to have a part­ 
time job in town in social work and 
spend two days on the commune,” said 
27-year-old Good, whose real name is 
Jim. "I find I want to have the 
peacefulness of Yea God and the ex­ 
citement of town.”

To Court 


DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) - It took 
six years, but Charles and Darlene 
Alsager won custody of their children 
last Christmas despite a court ruling 
branding them “mentally deficient.” 
Now they face losing their children 
again. 
The Polk County Department of 
Social Services filed a custody petition 
Wednesday. The department said it 
feared for the safety of the seven 
children — four boys and three girls, IO 
months to 14 years old — who still live 
with the family. The eldest son, 18 
years old, no longer lives at home. 
The county petition cited alleged 
incidences of sexual abuse and incest 
among the children, threats by two 
Alsager boys to kill two other children, 
a threat by Mrs. Alsager to kill the 
entire family and other problems 
plaguing the Des Moines family. 
"Being alive in a foster home 
situation is better than being dead 
where they are,” said Quenten Emery, 
director of the social services 
department. 
Last New Year’s Eve, after the 
family was reunited, Mrs. Alsager 
said: "People have told me I’m stupid 
to fight for my kids, but I’m fighting 
for those people the same as for me. 
We had all eight of our children at 
home for Christmas and that’s 
something to celebrate. I just hope 
everyone had as merry a Christmas.”

together as a key element in the 
program. “ No youngster can join an 
Indian Guide tribe by himself," he 
said. 
The Y Indian Guide program was 
begun in St. Louis, Missouri, in 1926, 
the brain child of YMCA Director 
Harold Keltner. Keltner has been 
unpressed by conversations with an 
Ojibway Indian, Joe Friday, who had 
said he did not think white fathers 
were close enough with their sons. 
“ White men,” said Friday, “ build 
cities. Red men build sons.” 
Y-Indian Guide tribes are usually 
made up of six-to nine fathers and sons 
who meet in the members’ homes on a 
rotating basis twice a month. 
“ Although Y leaders are available 
for consultation, the program is 
primarily developed by the fathers and 
sons themselves and can vary con­ 
siderably from tribe to tribe,” he said. 
“ Usually, however, there are visits to 
places of interest to the children, 
crafts, games and songs, camping, and 
special events to which other members 
of the families are invited. 
Most tribes also develop special 
service projects. “ l>ast year, tribes in 
Pickaway County conducted three 
campouts, skating party, Fam ily 
swims, attended hockey games, a 
father and son pancake Breakfast, 
Frontier Day, and a Rocket shoot.

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Rhine V alley Is Busiest

The Rhine Valley is the busiest river 
valley in Europe. The Rhine River has 
its source in Switzerland where it flows 
133 miles to the Swiss border and then 
northward for 692 miles more to 
Rotterdam where it empties into the 
North Sea. 
Rotterdam ships more tonnage than 
any port in the world and is sort of a 
distribution center for Europe. Along 
the Rhine River which is navigable for 
hundreds of miles are ships and barges 
in unbelievable numbers moving all 
kinds of heavy merchandise. In ad­ 
dition there are two double track 
railroads, one on either side of the 
Rhine and they are really busy. 
In addition to this there are high­ 
ways on either side of the Rhine also 
and they are extremely busy also! I! It 
is hard to imagine how much traffic 
there is in this valley. We took a tour on 
a boat on the Rhine River. 
The scenery is aboift as beautiful as 
any one will see in Europe with the 
exception of Switzerland. The ex­ 
tremely steep slopes leading down to 
the river are covered with vineyards. 
Here are grown some of the finest 
grapes in Europe which give a par­ 
ticular taste to wine produced from 
them as the land is of a volcanic ash 
nature which is required for this 
specific purpose. There are many, 
many old castles along the Rhine that 
were built in places where they would 
be hard to attack. They look like they 
are growing out of the mountains. One 
fort in the river has been renovated. 
It was built a long time ago to exact 
tolls from river traffic. It seems men 
have always found one way or another 
to exploit their fellowmen. Along the 
Rhine is a little church with a pub 
attached. It has pretty good at­ 
tendance on Sunday morning, I un­ 
derstand, but mainly by women. The 
men generally stop off in the pub in­ 
stead of going on through the pub to the 
church. There they wait for their 
ladies to finish their church duties 
while they finish their glasses. 
We had lunch at a little town along 
the Rhine called Rudesheim that is 
famous for its eating places. We hadn’t 
been in this little place but a little while 
until a young man playing music, 
including his guitar, and was soon 
making the place ring with his ren­ 
dition of “Beer Barrel Polka.” He 
could sing very well in German and 
one could see that he put everything 
into it and enjoyed our applause. 
In Germany and Europe in general 
there is little air-conditioning. The 
climate is somewhat cooler and they 
feel it would be needed only about 6 
weeks of the year. They also do not use 
much ice water. In fact it is generally 
difficult to get any water in a 
restaurant unless you ask for it. Then 
you might be served mineral water 
from bottles and charged for it. 
However wine is another thing. They 
use wine generally as we do water with 
the meals. However when you don’t 
care for wine you do have a problem. 
The tea is fine but the coffee leaves a 
lot to be desired. Only Israel has worse 
coffee I believe. I don’t know where 
they get it but it isn’t “Chase and 
Sandborn.” 
The highways are almost free from 
advertising and this is a welcome 
relief from what we have in the U.S. 
Even in the cities there is a pier 
erected on the busy streets about 3 feet

Mao Unique 
Leader, 
Nixon Says 


SAN CIJEMENTE, Calif. (AP) - 
Mao Tse-tung was a unique leader who 
had a profound understanding of his 
own people and of the need for China 
and the United States to communicate, 
former President Richard M. Nixon 
says. 


Nixon, the last American known to 
have met with Mao, visited him in 
China earlier this year as a private 
citizen.

American president to visit Mao’s 
China, breaking through a diplomatic 
barrier of nonrecognition that the 
United States had maintained since the 
country’s Communist revolution after 
World War II. 
Mao died Thursday of an undisclosed 
illness. 
In a statement issued from his 
seaside estate here, Nixon said, 
“Chairman Mao Tsetung’s long march 
through life has now ended with his 
death at the age of 82. He was a man of 
immense physical 
courage and 
ideological determination, who worked 
up until his last days. 
“As leaders who represented totally 
different philosophies and views, we 
both recognized when we met in 
Peking in 1972 that Chinese-American 
friendship had become indispensible to 
the interests of both our nations.” 
Nixon lauded Mao as a leader of 
China, saying, “I was particularly 
impressed by his profound un­ 
derstanding not only of the problems of 
his own people, but of the objective re­ 
alities of the world situation. The new 
relationship which we established then 
was a tribite to this farsighted vision 
on his part.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Charles 
Manson has received about IOO letters 
a month since his conviction for mass 
murder in 1971, according to the author 
of an unpublished book about Manson.

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O hio Senate Report 
Campus Notes

Hunting is a major source of 
recreation for over 700,000 Ohioans. It 
is also an important part of the state's 
economy. In 1975 alone deer and small 
game hunters spent nearly $75 million 
in Ohio. 
Wildlife management and research, 
safety education and enforcement of 
fish 
and 
game 
laws 
are 
under 
jurisdiction of the Division of Wildlife 
(DOW) of the Ohio Department of 
Natural Resources. 
DOW is one of the few self­ 
supporting agencies in state govern­ 
ment. None of its funds for the above 
programs come from general tax 
revenues. Ninety-five per cent of the 
$8.9 million DOW budget comes from 
hunting, fishing, and trapping permits 
and excise taxes on sporting equip­ 
ment The remaining 5 per cent comes 
from fines and miscellaneous sources. 
In 1976.49 per cent of DOW funds will 
go for fish and wildlife management 
and research, 31 per cent is allocated 
to law enforcement 
and 
game 
protection, and 20 per cent is budgeted 
for capital improvements and ad­ 
ministration. 
While some groups consider hunting 
inhumane, it 
is considered 
by 
professional conservationists to be a 
scientific way of wildlife population 
control. The number and kinds of 
wildlife taken are determined by 
number and length of days in the 
hunting season and the bag limit. 
Other factors are the type of weapon 
allowed, number of permits issued, 
and the size and location of the hunting 
area. These are based on population 
estimates for each species and their 
migratory or feeding patterns. 
There are both economic and ethical 
reasons for wildlife control. Some 
species — particularly deer, fox, 
beaver, and muskrat — cause ex­ 
tensive damage to crops. The Ohio 
Crop Reporting Service estimates that 
wild fowl did over $3.6 million of 
damage to com alone in Ohio last year. 
A recent article in the Buckeye Farm 
News cited extensive orchard damage 
by 
deer 
in 
northeastern 
and 
southeastern Ohio. 
Hunting also prevents prolonged 
suffering from starvation when the 
population of a particular species 
grows too large for its natural habitat. 
Controlled hunting keeps wildlife 
populations within more manageable 
limits and is more humane than slow 
starvation. 
Last year there was considerable 
controversy in the legislature over a 
proposal to ban steel leg-hold traps 
<HB 179). The bill never got out of 
committee and never will due to strong 
opposition from sportsmen. Petitions 
for a constitutional amendment 
banning this type of trap have been 
circulated but did not get enough 
signatures to be on the November 
ballot. 
Another controversial bill (HB 1023) 
sought to rescind authority of DOW to 
establish a hunting season for 
mourning doves. This bill lost in the 
Senate. The department order is under 
litigation in the court of appeals, but 
with two written opinions from lower 
courts upholding the dove season, it 
will probably remain in effect. 
The Ohio dove season runs from 


September I to October 16, and from 
November 15 to December 8. Hunting 
hours are from noon to one-half hour 
before sunset. 
According to DOW estimates. Ohio 
has about 7 .4 million doves, the largest 
breeding population of any state east 
of the Mississippi River. Hunting is 
restricted to public hunting lands and 
private areas under agreement with 
the state. Doves may not be taken from 
buildings or utility wires and poles. 
Hunting of migratory birds such as 
the mourning dove is closely regulated 
by both the state and federal govern­ 
ment. These birds also include: ducks, 
geese, coots, m ergansers, rails, 
gallinules, woodcock, snipe, and teal. 
Duck or goose hunting requires a 
federal permit. 
The duck season extends from 
October 15 to November 27 and 
December 27 to January I. The goose 
season runs October 15 - November 27 
and December 27 - January I. Hunting 
hours for ducks and geese are one-half 
hour before sunrise till sunset 
Bag limits for duck and geese are 
based on a point system. Different 
species are worth a different number 
of points based on the scarcity of that 
species. 
Hunting is not permitted on Sunday, 
but three bills have been pending since 
spring of 1975 to permit certain types 
of Sunday hunting. All are still in 
committee and chances are null any 
will pass. 
“Three gun-control related bills 
passed the House this session, but none 
affect hunters. These three bills (HB 
53, HB 388, and HB 441) are still before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee. The 
first two related to prosecution of 
armed felons, and the third bill con­ 
tains the 5-day “cooling off" period 
before delivery of handguns by 
commercial gun dealers. The Ohio 
General Assembly has thus far been 
extrem ely skeptical about such 
restrictions and will continue to be so. 
One bill that did pass (HB 1316) and 
went into effect last week prohibits 
“jacklighting," which is shining a light 
at night to attract game animals. 
Several new bills give license 
privileges to certain classes of people. 
HB 165 makes hunting licenses free for 
senior citizens. SB 243 and SB 384 allow 
disabled veterans with an honorable 
discharge to hunt, trap, and fish 
without a license. They must, however, 
carry proof of discharge and disability 
while hunting. 


House Bill 514 permits fox hunting 
from horseback with dogs when the 
chasing doesn’t result in the fox being 
killed. 
Ohio’s hunting laws are not complex, 
but they are detailed and do provide 
for fines when violated. If you intend to 
hunt this year, make sure you observe 
the law.

But two 
other contenders, Ben Crenshaw and 
David Graham, will reach the OKIO 
with 32 points apiece. 
Nicklaus, after picking up the 
$100,000 check at the World Series, now 
leads in the money chase with $261,769. 
But Crenshaw is close behind in the 
No. 3 spot with $224,901. And Graham 
is currently sixth on the list with 
$169,708. 
And Nicklaus also leads in the 
scoring average race with a 70.3 marx. 
OKIO entry Lee Trevino, however, is 
close behind with a 70.5 average while 
Crenshaw and Tom Kite are tied for 
sixth at 71.0. 
TTie entire field for the OKIO will be 
determined this week with final 
committments made at the World 
Open in Pinehurst, N.C.

Saturday, Nov. 27, 
followed by the AA windup three hours 
later. 
There is one change in the playoffs. 
If a game requires overtime, each 
team will start its series of downs on 
the opponents’ 20-yard line instead of 
the IO. 
The 1976 total of football-playing 
schools is up two over 1975. Two 
dropped the sport while those taking it 
up for the first time are Briggs and 
Independence in Columbus, Southview 
in Sylvania and Turpin in Cincinnati. 
All are AA except AAA Southview. 
The Associated Press again will 
conduct statewide ratings, based 
solely on regular season play. The AP 
poll will start after the third weekend 
of games.

of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops was to lead a group of Roman 
Catholic bishops in a meeting with 
President Ford today at the White 
House on abortion and related mat­ 
ters.

Joseph L. Bernardin, Archbishop of 
Cincinnati, who led the NCCB con­ 
ference committee in a meeting Aug. 
31 with Democratic candidate Jimmy 
Carter, said no statement would be 
made until after the morning session. 
Archbishop Bernardin said the 
m eeting had been requested by 
President Ford prior to the Carter 
meeting. 
Hie conference committee gave 
testimony before the platform com­ 
mittees of both parties. Bernardin had 
been critical of the Democrat platform 
which opposed efforts for a con­ 
stitutional amendment to protect the 
unborn. 
Ford has described his own abortion 
policy as being “ quite different” from 
Carter’s. Ford has said he favors a 
constitutional amendment that would 
permit the states to set limits on 
abortion. 
Carter said he personally opposes 
abortion but is against any con­ 
stitutional amendment outlawing it. 
But, following a meeting with the 
NCCB conference committee he said 
he respects the rights of others to try to 
get such an amendment passed.
